MUFFLING THE THROAT. 


What is the best mode of protecting the 
throat from colds, where a person is very 
susceptible to them ? The common wav 
of protecting the throat is to bundle and 
wrap it up closely, thus overheating and 
rendering it tender and sensitive, ami'more 
liable to colds and inflammation than before. 
This practice is all wrong, and results iu 
much evjl. Especially is this the case with 
children, and when in addition to the 
muffling of the throat the extremities are 
insufficiently clad, as is often the case, the 
best possible conditions are presented for 
the production of sore throats, coughs, 
croup and all sorts of throat and lung affec¬ 
tions. 

It is wrong to exclude cold air from the 
neck, and if it is overheated a portion of 
tlie lime, when it is exposed some form of 
disarrangement of the throat will be apt to 
occur. Tlie rule in regard to clothing the 
neck slipuhl be to keep it as cool- as com¬ 
fort will allow. Iu doint! so yoq will sutler 
m,uch less from threat ailments than if yon 
are alwaj-s fearful of ha ving a iitttle cold 
air come in contact with the neck. Any 
one who has been accustomed tp have his 
throat muffled should be careful to leave off 
gradually, and uot all at once.— Herald of 
Health. *

Fort Avron succumbed quickly to the bom- ^ 
burdment of the Prussians, the I? reneh ^ 
evacuating it after being under lire oue ^ 
day. The Saxon troops took possession of 
the fort, and found that the French had re- ^ 
moved their guns to Noisy; but considcra- 
ble quantities of munitions of war had been 
left behind. The entire German line has 
been advanced to Fort Avron. Their artil- ^ 
lery and mortars have been placed iu posi- 
tion, and are now operating on the eastern 
forts. The short and convenient range 
now commanded by the Prussian guns is 
expected to prove most eflective in redne- - 
ing the eastern forts, and every advantage 
of position will be rendered available for 
the object. Indeed, so effective is the Ger- ^ 
mau fire that Fort Nogent alone replies. 

It is expected that the French will shortly 
evacuate these forts, as they did Fort Av¬ 
ron. The French explain that the reason 
Fort Avron was evacuated was because 
there were no casemates, and the men 
were unprotected. 

Inside the beleaguered city there appears ' 
to be but little change. The citizens are 
restless, and have united in urging Trocliu 
to make more sorties with the large force 
that can easily be spared. Trocliu is also 
charged with feebleness by some of the 
Paris journals; and a number of Bordeaux 
newspapers concur in this opinion. But 
the governor of Paris persists in carrying 
out his own plans; and whatever may be 
thought of his military tactics, it must be 
conceded that he has displayed rare tact 
and skill in ruling the turbulent masses of 
the capital, and in preserving such a good 
. degree of quiet aud order. The losses in 
! the late sorties under Gen. Ducrot were so 
severe that a reconstruction of the army of 
Paris has been rendered necessary. Oue 
’ division has been entirely broken up. 

. French reports from the north of France 
, state that Gen. Faidherbe has won a victo- 
t, ry over the Gormans,occupying thetowns of 
Achict and Briucourt, after a trifling resis- 
» tauce. ‘The towns of Ervillers and Behaig- 
nes were also carried by the French, after 
hard fighting. The losses were heavy on 

- both sides. A Bordeaux dispatch says that 
s the evacuation of Rouen by the Germans is 
i considered certain, ns Mantcufiel has been 
l compelled to concentrate his forces in the 
r north, by reason of the forward movement 
i of Gen. Faidherbe along the valley of Oise.

A Ship of the Air. 

Another fifing machine is advertised in 
San Francisco. A year.ago a great sensa- 
llon was produced by the. advent of the 
Avitor, u California Invention, which was 
to fly over the Rocky Mountains and across 
the Western plains to New York .in about 
seven hours. But that invention flopped 
several times at San Francisco, and that 
was the last we have heard of it. Not dis¬ 
couraged by the failure of others, Mr. J. B. 
Morrow of San Francisco is building a new 
flying machine which is to do more than 
the Avitor promised to do. The new ma¬ 
chine consists of a balloon, of course, with 
a frame-work attached, and just under the 
balloon an arm and shaft, at the end of 
which are propellers.by which the engineer 
may guide the vessel wimiever he will, re- j 
gardless of wind, and without increasing] 
or diminishing his store of gas. The shaft] 
is worked by a double, upright engine, set 
within the. frame-work, and driven by a 
boiler "of peculiar coiist.rue.tioi). combining 
tin- forces of steam and air. so that ten gal¬ 
lon* of water will drive a ten-horse power 
engine five hours.” We are, moreover, in¬ 
formed that “on a level with the boiler is 
tlie frame on which the saloon lor passen¬ 
gers is t*l>e constructed;” and that several 
scientific men have examined the machine, 
and expressed their conviction that Mr.

The cold weather in Europe lias been 
of long duration, causing great suffering 
among the soldiers of the French and 
Prussian armies. Thirty un wounded Gardes 
Mobile were found frozen to death in tlie 
woods in one place no, and doubt hundreds 
of others, left wounded on the battlefield,per¬ 
ish with cold. We may judge that the suf¬ 
fering is intense,yet not realize half its ex¬ 
tent or severity. 

Locomotive Explosion. —On Monday 
night, as one of tlie nigh* freight trains 
was going up the mountain on the 
Boston and Albany railroad, tlie “crown 
sheet”of the locomotive “Bussell,’’blew out, 
a mile and a half east of Hinsdale, letting 
thc steam into the cab of tlie engine, and 
severely scalding its live occupants. Engi¬ 
neer Stoddard and Joseph Ilcustis, an ap¬ 
prentice at tlie Hrenian’s trade, died of their 
scalds, tlie latter meeting his death before 
lie had completed his first round trip. The 
locomotive was a new machine, and the 
cause of tlie disaster is unknown. 

The Albany Expuess Koiiiiekv.— John 
J. Filkins was arrested last week, for tlie 
robbery and attempted murder of Hal- 
pine, tlie express messenger, ani l Liken be¬ 
fore Ilalpiue, who recognized him as the 
perpetrator of the deed. There is consid¬ 
erable criticism as to the manner in which 
tlie interview was arranged, as Filkins 
went iu alone before Ilalpiue, who knew 
that lie was suspected. It will be hard to 
clear Filkins, as tlie community of Albany 
have llxed upon him as the murderer. 

A Glut Mukdek.— •I'll Memphis, Tenn., 
Pat Sullivan, who was arrested there some 
time since witli two others, Huberts and 
Savage, charged witli murdering a girl 
named Ada Johns, and whose trial takes 
place within the next few days, lias made a 
complete confession, in which he states 
that Huberts took tlie gir! to tlie saloon 
witli the intention of killing her, hot that 
he did so, first grasping her about the neck, 
and then, placing a pistol to her side, tired. 
Huberts is now iu jail. 

Tiie Ikon House Outdone.—' There was 
a novel race on tlie Hudson river near 
Poughkeepsie, X. Y.. on Friday last, tlie 
participants being tlie ice-boats Zephyr and 
Icicle and the Chicago express train from 
New York. At first the train had the ad¬ 
vantage, but, tlie wind soon freshening, 
the boats were not long overtaking and 
then passing the train, amid tlie wildest 
excitement. The speed of tlie boats ex¬ 
ceeded a mile per minute. • 

D.uhng Bobbery. —While the mail 
agents of an eastern bound train on tlie 
Central Pacific tail road were eating supper 
at AJta. station, near tlie summit of tlie 
Sierra Jfoxaila mountains, tlie other even¬ 
ing, the mail car was entered, b.v means of 
false keys, and registered letters and a 
package of 810,000 in greenbacks were 
taken, without attracting attention. The 
mail bags were subsequently found iu tlie 
rear car, ripped and rifled. 

A Brave Deed.— A couple of boys who 
were crossing the river on tlie ice at Law¬ 
rence, last week Monday, broke through 
in the middle of the stream. They clung 
to the ice, but it kept breaking. A crowd 
on the banks stood apalled, when a one- 
armed soldier, named George Wilson, 
boldly assayed the dangerous task of rcs- 
euimr the boys, and succeeded, although 
ryic of the boys had become exhausted and 
sank just below the surface. 

Another Hoosac Tunnel Accident.— 
On 3fo»4ay morning as a Welchman named 
Julies was about to step into the bucket 
to descejid the (central shaft, lie slipped on 
the ice which surrounded the edge, and, 
losing his h/>J.d, fell to tlie bottom of tin* 
shaft, a disIaMc# of 1030 feet.

1'ALMER POLICE ITEMS. 

Three Young Burglars in Limbo. —Geo. 
E. Dorman. Janies E. Wicker and II. W.! 
Howard, all young men of this town, were . 
tried last Monday before Trial Justice 
Gardner for the crime of burglary. At thc j 
trial it appeared that the house of Iloyal 
Buftintoii. standing on a by-way leading 
from the Springfield road to Three Bivers. 
was entered about 11 o'clock the Saturday 
night previous, and that about 812 in mon¬ 
ey had been taken therefrom, besides sev-1 


time, Mr. Buffinton, an old man some¬ 
what deaf, and Henry Bliss, his hired man, 
were alone in the house, Mr. Buffinton 
below and the hired man up stairs. The 
latter was first disturbed, and coming down 
stairs beard parties leave suddenly through 
the front door. It was found that the 
house had been entered through a front 
window, which was still open, that the 
money and other articles had been taken— 
the former from a box iu a bureau drawer— 
tlie clock taken down and removed to an¬ 
other room, and that the burglars had 
nearly Hnislied-a supper of pie and cake, 
which they had spread upon the table, when 
they were frightened away. Deputy Sher¬ 
iff Hand all was immediately notified, and 
in connection with two or three others 
went directly to the house of Janies W. 
Wicker, in Three Bivers, one of tlie de¬ 
fendants’ father. There the three defend¬ 
ants were found, and it was also found that 
they, together with the old mail Wicker, 
had just returned home from Silver Street, 
where, under the “firm name” of “Prof. 
Dorman's troupe” they had been to give a 
sleight of hand performance. The officer 
and his party, in company with tlie defend¬ 
ant Howard, then followed a back track, 
in a light snow which had fallen, corres¬ 
ponding to that of one of the teams found 
at Wicker’s, and which led around by 
Shearer’s, came to tlie house where tlie 
burglary was committed, where it turned 
directly around and led back again to the 
Springfield road. Howard confessed the 
whole tiling, and gave nil tlie circumstan¬ 
ces, claiming that lie held the horse while 
tlie other defendants entered tiie house. 
The defendants were all arrested tlie same 
night and kept by tlie officer at the An¬ 
tique House (Palmer’s new lock-up isn’t 
yet finished) until Monday p. m., when tlie 
trial commenced. Tlie hearing, which was 
had at tlie Antique hall, and was largely 
attended, lasted all the afternoon and un¬ 
til late in the evening. Howard, who had 
been free to confess tlie whole affair during 
the day, claimed at the trial that. Ills con¬ 
fessions were first made under duress, and 
lie, together with the other defendants, 
stoutly denied having any knowledge 
whatever of tlie offense. They were com¬ 
mitted. however, in default of* bail in tlie 
sum of 8500 each, to await tlie action of the 
grand jury next May. 

-I Monson Case .—John Timmons and 
James II. Beckwith, cigars makers of Mon- 
soii. were arraigned before the same mag¬ 
istrate last .Saturday, charged with an as¬ 
sault on tin; wife of Solomon Pierce, also 
of Monson. They had previously had a 
slight misunderstanding with several of 
the fifteenth amendment fellows in the 
street, and being badly worsted bad rallied 
an additional force with the determination 
to carry tin* war into Africa. Bcpairing to 
the house of Air. Pierce, they committed 
the assault complained ol*. while in hot 
pursuit of the enemy. A general engage¬ 
ment soon followed, which proved very 
disastrous to both parties. Thc defend¬ 
ants pleaded guilty, and paid a Hue and 
costs of 88.30 each.
